1. SHRT VTNOD KUMAR DIMART, 

FORMER DEPUTY FOREST RANGER, JAMANI, 

DISTRICT HOSHANGABAD, MADHYA PR A 

DESH, 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of Award : 24th Juno 1978) 

Shri Vinod Kumar Dimari was employed as Forester in 
Madhya Pradesh. In June, 1978, he was posted to Jamani 
Sub-Division in Hoshnncabad Forest Division as Deputy 
Forest Ranger. The area was notorious for anti-social ele¬ 
ments involved in illegal forest falling. On the night of the 
23rd/24th June 1978, at 2 a.m. when he along with his 
Forest Guards wa;; engaged in a check of vehicles, two 
bullock-carts loaded with illegal forest products were detected 
at the main Tawi canal near Pipaldhana village. He asked 
the culprits to proceed to Jamani with the bullock-carts. They 
had hardly reached a kilometre, when all of a sudden 15 to 
20 persons of Pipaldhana village attempted to attack Shri 
Dimarl and others. He faced the culprits armed with lethal 
weapons with great courage. During the encounter he sus¬ 
tained serious injuries to which he succumbed on the morn¬ 
ing of the 25th June, 1978. 

Shri Vinod Kumar Dimari thus displayed gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order. 

2. SHRT DHARAM PAE VIJ, 

3967 ROSHANARA ROAD, DELHI. 

(Effective date of Award : 19th March, 1980) 

On the 19th March, 1980, at about 2 p.m., Shri Dharam 
Pal Vii was passing through Wazirpur in his car when he 
saw a motor cvcle with three persons. One person had an 
orange coloured bag. On an indication from the motor 
cyclist, Shri Vii stopped his car, whereupon two of them 
came to him. armed with a p'stol and a revolver. One 
person stood hv the left side window with his revolver and 
the other bv the right side window of the car with his pistol 
and asked him to hand over everv thing in his possession, 
failing which he would be killed. They took from him his 


watch, two gold rings, and one gold ‘kara’ and thereafter 
proceeded towards Punjabi Bagh. Shri Vij chased them in 
his car and gave them a side hit near Britania Biscuit Fac¬ 
tory as a result of which they fell down. Shri Vij got down 
from his car, caught hold of one of them, later identified as 
Shri Raiinder alias Vijay of Muzaffamagar. In the mean¬ 
time, the local police came and nabbed the second person. 
Shri Jai Singh of Meerut. The third person, named Shri 
Dharam Lai, however, managed to escape. 


Shri Dharam Pal Vij displayed courage, determination and 
gallantry. 

3. FLYING OFFICER SURESH GATTU (14562), 
FLYING (PILOT). 

(Effective date of Award : 23rd May 1980) 

On the 23rd May, 1980, Flying Officer Surcsh Gattu, was 
authorised to fly as No. 2 in a two aircraft sector recon¬ 
naissance sortie. At the end of the sortie, after neel off over 
head, while turning on downwind, Flying Officer Suresh 
Gattu found his flight instruments flicker and become un¬ 
serviceable. His radio telephone faded out at this stage. He 
tried lowering undercarriage unsuccessfully by normal means. 
The cone was stuck and all attempts to retract it manually 
were of no avail. Flaps also failed to lower. The trimmer 
was stuck and inoperative and there were no light indica¬ 
tion? m the cockpit. This confirmed that he had total elec¬ 
trical failure. Flying Officer Suresh Gattu lowered the 
undercarriage bv emergency method and made a flapless 
approach. After touch down he put off HP Cock and ope¬ 
rated the tail chute. The tail chute did not operate and ho 
was left with an aircraft with ma.Tarette braking also inope¬ 
rative (ms threshold speed was 300 KMPS, it being a Hap¬ 
less approach. 1 Flying Officer Suresh Gattu brought the aft- 
craft to a stop safely by the end of the runway and with 
scant regard to his personal safety when odds pitched against 
him were very high saved a costly aircraft. 

Hying Officer Suresh Gattu thus displayed a high degree 
ot professional skill, competence and devotion to duty.

CHET SINGH (Posthumous) 

(hrrective date of Award: 24th June 1980) 

On the 24th June 1980, heavy floods in Mailing Nailah

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Under such critical situation, G-10817 Driver Mechanical 
Equipment Shu Chet Singh of 851 Drainage Maintenance 
Platoon was detailed to opetate a dozer to cut fresh forma 
tion and make a ficsli toad in the breached area Shooting 
stones posed constant dangei to the safety of the person and 
the equipment Howevet, Shn Chet Singh continued his 
work and completed a major portion of it He escaped many 
boulders, but while he operating the dozer he was hit by a 
shooting stone on 2nd July 1980 at 0745 hours and sustained 
serious miurv on his head After first aid, he was evacuated 
to Section Hospital at Pooh He died before reaching the 
Hospital. 

Shn Chet Singh thus displayed undaunted courage, deter¬ 
mination and devotion to duty of a high order 

5 KUMARI SUN IT A KAPOOR AND SHRIMATT 
URMfLA KANTA KAiPOOR, 

VILLAGE MOREH DISTRICT TELGNOUPAL, 
MANIPUR 

(Effective date of Award 17th July 1980) 

On the 17th July 1980, at about 8 30 pm, two armed 
robbers entered the house of Shn Anand Dev Kapoor at 
village Moreh, District Tclgnoupal, Manipur Seeing them 
Kapoor and other inmates of the house got so terrified that 
they could not i atse an alarm for help The robbers 
demanded from Shri Kapoor cash and gold ornaments on 
pain of death of all the inmates His daughter, Kuman 
Sunita Kapoor (12 years), immediately hit one of the armed 
robbers with ‘Dagara’ (a household matenal made of fine 
bamboo pieces for sifting rice grains) on his band As a 
result of her sudden daring act, the loaded pistol fell down 
from the robber’s hand and he was completely perplexed 
In the meantime, Shnmati Urmila Kanta Kapoor caught the 
other robber from the back A scuffl ensued The robbers 
could not open file but they managed to escape. From the 
spot one loaded pistol with one 303 round was recov-red by 
the police 

Kuman Sunita Kapoor and Shnmati Urmila Kanta Kapoor 
thus displayed com age and presence of mind of the highest 
order, at the risk of their personal safety, in resisting armed 
robbers

(VGL/H W NO 7981), 

CHTPHUR VILLAGE. THONOKNYU CIRCLE, 
TUENSANG DISTRICT. NAGAEAND 

(Effective date of Award 2nd September 1980) 

On the night of 2nd September 1980, at about 8 15 PM, 
Shri Yanglemse Kheiemnugnn, Village Guard Post Com¬ 
mander on being informed about the possibility of attack on 
Chiphur village by some underground hostfles immediately 
ran to that village and alerted all village Guards by blowing 
whistle from house to house and also made proper arrange¬ 
ments for defence of the village Ground mid-n!ght, about 
100 underground personnel armed with automatic weapons 
with about 50 portcis were reported to be close to Chiphur

Corporal Brar and his family were also woken 
up bv one of the miscreants who, brandishing a knife, asked 
them to hand over all their cash and valuables. Instead of 
submitting to the threats like the other passengers. Corporal 
Brar boldlv resisted and put up a fight. Even though he was 
un-armed, Corporal Brar caught hold of one of the dacoits 
and shouted to the other passengers to get up and resist the 
robbers boldlv Unfortunately, due to a general scare, none 
of the passengers put up any rcsistence and Corporal Brar 
continued to fight single handed. While he was about to over¬ 
power one of the robbers, the man with the gun hearing Re¬ 
call ol his companion, ioined in and fired at Corporal Brar 
from a close range.

Bhandari as co-p’'i . he took off at 0530 hours from Sri¬ 
nagar air held for Nun Kun. On leaching the area. Captain 
Dev saw that lie would have to land in a totally unprepared 
and restricted snow > surface between the two peaks at 23,800 
ft. which is 800 ll, above the service ceiling of the aircraft. 
The place was interspersed with deep crevasses and covered 
with loose snow. 5ware of this and assessing that he would 
have only margin,! 1 rcscive of power even if the helicopter 
was flown single pilot, he landed at the Advance base camp 
and dropped the co-pilot. He took off alone for the challeng¬ 
ing mission fully aware of the risks involved to rescue the 
mountameei, who were in a serious condition. 

The cloudy and turbulent weather and the snow covered 
terrain made the mission extremely dangerous. Having 
located the casualties after several attempts, Captain Dev 
landed in a small area between the twin peaks. As the heli- 
oopter was landed the exhausted mountaineers came out of 
their tent dragging their unconscious companion. With con¬ 
siderable effect first casualty was kept in I he helicopter. 
He then took oil and picked up the co-pilot from the Ad¬ 
vance Base Camp and landed at Kargil with marginal fuel. 

Captain Dev again got airborne to rescue the remaining 
mountaineers The riro in temperature at the site had raised 
(he density altitude and increased the already bieh turbulence 
level. He landed at the same spot, on two subsequent sorties 
and evacuated the remaining mountaineers with all their 
equipment 

Captain Ranjit Singh Dev thu,, displayed a very high degree 
of professional competence determination, courage and devo¬ 
tion to duty 


21. LEUTHNANT OM PRAKASH SINDHU (01591-R),

The Indian 
Navy was wigncd the hazardous task of extricating with ut¬ 
most despiteri the holies oi' the victims from the sunken 
wreck,!-'i an 1 salvaging the bogies buried deep in the river 
bed. 

Lieutenant Om Prnkash Sindhu (01591-R) was entrusted 
with the job of locating the submerged bofiies and there¬ 
after clearing them of the trapped bodies. Notwithstanding 
the most hazardous diving conditions and the grave dangers 
posed by the tangled wreckage to his persona! safety, he 
carried out the initial dives for under water survey and locat¬ 
ing the wreckage. He continued diving with exemplary forti¬ 
tude after facing grave risks himself so that his team was 
exposed to lesser dangers. Under his dynamic and inspiring 
lea lership and sound organisation his team succeeded in 
locating and marking two of the sunken bogies. 

Lieutenant Om Prnkash Sindhu thus displayed gallantry 
pei'erve encc, dedication to duty and inspiring leadership.

His courage md devotion to duty motivated other personnel 
abo into similar action. 

On the night of 19th June, 1981, a group of hostiles. aim¬ 
ed with automatic weapons and who were apparently look¬ 
ing for loot of valuables and explosives entered the camp, 
broke open the door of Shri Tayaprakasam’s room and shot 
him at point-blank range. 

Shri Kishakkethil Raghavan Pillai Jayaprakasam thus dis¬ 
played indomitable courajrc, conspicuous gallantry and devo¬ 
tion to duty of a very high order. 

23. G/44427 DRIVER MECHANICAL EQUIPMENT 
NACHHETAR SINGH 

t (Effective date of Award : 20th June, 1981) 

In August, 1978, the road sector from GANGNANI to 
DABRANT on Rishikesh-Josbimath road was washtd away 
during unprecedented floods in river Bhagirathi and flu# 
necessitated the construction of a new road on the left bank. 
For the construction, a dozer had to be moved across the 
fast flowing river which posed tht danger of the dozer with 
its operator being washed away. 

Despite the heavy odds and danger to his life, G-44427 
Oriver Mechanical Equipment Nachhetar Singh volunteered 
to undertake this riskv venture on the 20th June, 1981. To 
avoid his being washed away by the swift current Shri 
Nachhetar Singh tied a rope to his waist and moved the 
dozer into the river. The dozer got struck in mid stream 
and started drifting perilously downwards. Shri Nachhetar 
Singh displaytd great presence of mind and excellent profes¬ 
sional skill and manoeuvred the dozer across the river. After 
crossing the river, the dozer had to climb a narrow and 
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steep slope. At one point while negotiating the steep slope, 
the dozer hung perilously on the brink. Shri Nachhetar 
Singh, disregarding personal safety, manoeuvred the dozer 
ever the slope. 

In this action Driver Mechanical Equipment Nachhetar 
Singh displaytd undaunted courage, presence of mind, profes¬ 
sional skill and devotion to duty of a high order.

Subedar Dharam Singh Kandari of Assam Rifles was the 
Platoon Commander of a column. 


air dropping sortie in Eastern Sector. The Dropping Zone 
was one of the Southern-most low lying dropping Zone. The 
flight Was uneventful till aircraft reached the dropping Zone. 
On his very first run for the diop. Flying Officer Balasubra- 
manian heard a loud backfiring noise from his port engine 
followed by severe vibrations and smoke. Flying Officer 
Balasubramanian quickly checked his engine instruments and 
confirmed the failure of port engine. He net only controlled 
the aircraft at this critical stage of flight but avoided the hill 
in front of him in a cool, confident and courageous manner 
and simultaneously shut down the port engine. Flying Offi¬ 
cer Balasubramanian found that his aircraft was not climbing 
on one engine. He quickly ejected the load and managed 
to gain the badly needed height to 1500 which was his 
minimum escape route height. He flew the striken aircraft 
on one engine for over one hour over hilly terrain fighting 
turbulence and keeping a hawk’s tye on the temperature of 
his live engine. He thus succeeded in bringing the aircraft 
back to base and made a perfect touch down. 


At about 0645 hours, approximately one* hundred hostiles 
launched a deliberate and daring day light attack on parent 
post. Hearing the heavy firing he immediately contacted his 
Commanding Officer and told him about the attack. Subedar 
Kandari led his Platoon with great speed and placed stops on 
all likely escape routes. 

At about 1030 hours, a group of approximately twenty 
hostiles ran into the ambush laid by Subedar Kandari and his 
gallant men fired at the hostiles at close range and injured a 
number of them. Subedar Kandari with Rifleman Tez Singh 
and Rifleman Damar Bahadur immediately chased the fleeing 
hostiles through thick undergrowth and over-took approxi¬ 
mately ten hostiles and trapped them. Subedar Kandari 
ordered his two companions to fire at the hostiles from two 
flanks and with utter disregard to his personal safety crawled 
through the thick undergrowth and in a daring physical 
scuffle captured one hostile with a 7.62 MM Semi Automatic 
Rifle and 50 rounds of ammunition. Meanwhile, another 
group of the_ hostiles arrived in the area and started firing 
at Subedar Kandari and his men from all directions with 
automatic rifles and rockets. Subedar Kandari, with great 
presence of mind, knocked down the captured hostile un¬ 
conscious and crawled towards another hostile who was firing 
at him from close range. Inspired by Subedar Kandari’s 
utter disiegard for peisonal safety, his companions crawled 
towards the hostiles, took them on at close range and contured 
one hostile each alongwitb their weapons and ammunition. 

During the entire operation Subedar Dharam Singh Kandari 
displayed great initiative, presence of mind, courage, exemp¬ 
lary leadership and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

25. 132979 RIFLEMAN DAMAR BAHADUR. 

ASSAM RIFLES 

(Effective date of Award: 22 nd June. 1981) 

On the 22nd June 1981, an Infantry Battalion with a 
Platoon of Assam Rifles planned an operation to seal the 
border with a view to trap the hostiles infiltrating/exfiltrating 
into and from Nagaland.

At about 1030' hours, approximately twenty hostiles en¬ 
countered them. The hostiles fired at Rifleman Damar 
Bahadur and his companions and ran through thick under¬ 
growth. Undaunted, Rifleman Damar Bahadur and his com¬ 
panions chased the hostiles and over-took them after about 
30 minutes of hot chase. During the ensuing hand-to-hand 
fight. Rifleman Damar Bahadur, in a daring physical scniffle 
captured one hostile with one rocket. 

During the entire action Rifleman Damar Bahadur display¬ 
ed great initiative, presence of mind, courage and d'evotion 


26. FLYING OFFICER JANK1RAMAN BALASUBR 
MANIAN (15558), FLYING (PILOT)

On the 26th August 1981, Hying Officer Jankiram

valuable lives on board.

67001880 Naik Till Bahadur Chet ry was Sector Commandei 
of a Company of Border Security Force located at an out 
post on the international border in East District of Manipur 
State. On 6th October, 1980. Naik Tul Bahadur Chetry was 
detailed to accompany a mixed patrol ot Bordci Security 
Force and Village Volunteer Force personnel under the over¬ 
all command of the Army to ca. ry out reconnaissances and 
destroy any elements of Piople’s liberation Army lurking 
along the international bolder. On the 8th October 1980, 
having received confirmed information about the presence 
of a People’s Liberation 4rmv Camp in the area, the com¬ 
mander detailed a raiding party and four stop parties. Naik 
Tul Bahadur Chetry who carliul an automatic rifle, was 
detailed to accompany a stop paitv. 4i about 1515 hours, 
about 15 people’s Liberation Army men appeared irr front of 
the stop party. Naik Tul Bahadur Chetry saw the first 
peoples Liberation Army men and, befoie they could reach, 
fired and shot two of them dead. Heavy exchange of fire 
continued for more than 30 minutes -md later the firing 
stopped from People’s Liberation Armv. Considering that 
Peoples Liberation Army_ bad the advantage of reight, he 
planned to occupy the higher aiea by taking up the com¬ 
manding position. Slowly and surieptitiously without giving 
any indication to the enemv. he moved, followed by three 
of his companions. No sooner did he reach a large tree, 
he suddenly observed some movement immediately followed 
by automatic and single round tire focussed on him. Without 
any further loss of time, he shot another insurgent dead, 
then finding the target lucrative for a grenade he pulled 
one grenade out and as he tried io take out the pin he got 
a. valley of automatic fire and died on the spot. 

Naik Tul Bahadur Chetry thus displayed exemplary devo- 
tion to duty, undaunted courage, braverj and extremely 
high sense of leadership.

The vibrations were so violent that the allots could not 
even steady themselves in the seat. Dc mite all possible 
corrective actions the vibrations continued. It. Cdr. Puruohit

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attempt to continue the flight would lend, to disintegration 
of the aircraft, He immediately decided to ditch the air¬ 
craft in the sea. Just prior to touch down on water, the 
tail section of the aircraft alongwtth the tail rotor broke 
olf from the aircraft. This severely degraded tho control 
of the aiicraft. Lt. Cdr. Purohit executed a flawless ditch¬ 
ing despite total lack of directional control and persistent 
severe vibrations. He displayed exceptional flying skill and 
a very high standard of airmanship while handling tho grave 
emergency and was thus responsible for the entire crew 
not sustaining any injury during the accident. Having land¬ 
ed safely on water he tackled the problem of sea survival. 
In the subsequent eight hours and in pitch dark night con¬ 
ditions, the exemplary leadership and composed and cool 
behaviom of Lt. Cdr. Purohit resulted in the entire crew 
becoming one cohesive and resolute group confident of over¬ 
coming tho adverse conditions and resolved the difficult task 
of sea survival, lt also resulted in high mouile ot the 
crew members in adverse psychological conditions.

The old lady would have been 
certainly ciushed between the boat and the jetty and diown- 
ed had Leading Seaman Sidhu not taken this daring step. 
This was the second occasion on which Leading Seaman 
Sidhu had saved a human life from waters around 
Karanja. 

By his repeated acts of bravery Dilbag Singh Sidhu, 
Leading Seaman, Clearance Diver III, displayed extreme 
alertness, courage and presence of mind, 

3. SQN LDR. GURCHARAN SINGH MADAN 
(10452) F(P). 

(Effective date of Award—list July, 1981) 

On the 21st July, 1981, Sqn. Ldr. Gurcharan Singh Madan 
(10452) F(P) of 117 Helicopter Unit, was detailed as 
Captain to fly a Chetak Helicopter from Bareilly to Gauchar 
with an enroute hr-'.t at Haldwani for refuelling. About 
10 minutes after take off from Haldwani his helicopter 
suddenly pitched up and started rolling to the light. It 
immediately developed very severe vibrations and the conti ol 
column started snatching in all directions. The severity of 
pitch up, roll and virbations was so great that he alongwith 
his co-pilot found it difficult to retain a grip on the 
control column and impossible even to read the instruments. 
The movement of the stick was so vicious that it repeatedly 
hit their legs, badly lacerating them. The Helicopter was 
out of control and a crash was imminent, 

Sqn, I dr. Madan with commendable presence of mind and 
cool courage analysed the emergency and came to the con¬ 
clusion that the existing conditions could only he 
the outcome of a failure of the rotor head system as 
had been the case in Iwo earlier fatal accidents. He 
immediately decided to J’orceland the hcl'coptcr on whatever 
open space he could find. With this intention he Joweied 
the collective pitch. By this action the vibrations reduced 
slightly and he could tetain grip on the control column with 
a great effort. A marginal control of Hie helicopter was 
thus achieved. With the control of the helicopter hanging in 
a very delicate balance, Sqn. I di. Madan brought down 
stiieken helicopter to a small dealing for landing. The 


moment he reused tire collective to cushion the Innding shock, 
the vibiulions again became very severe, lt was only his 
supedative flying skiff, exemplary courage and tenacity of 
puiposo which helped him to land the helicopter with mini¬ 
ma] damage. 

In making ihi., extremely diliicult recovery oi the heli- 
i_ 0 |ii.-i wnnuiu excessive damage, Sqn. Ldr. Guicharan Singh 
Madan had not omy saved a valuable mrcratt and the lives 
or Ins co-pilot and his own but has made investigation ot 
me cause ot the failure possible whicn in future will save 
1 mthcr accidents. 

Sqn. ijdr, Gurctiaian Singh Madan thus u.splaycd cxemplaiy 
coiii age, extremely nigh standard oi flying skill and devotion 
to duty ot a high older.
